jjL  HE  utility  of  the  following  collection  of  Maps,  is  too  obvious 
to  need  any  apology  for  their  appearance,  as  the  great  omiffions  and 
confiderable  errors  in  all  former  collections  for  the  ufe  of  Students,, 
render  it  abfolutely  neceflary  to  have  a complete  and  correCt  fet 
publilhed;  which  was  in  great  forwardnefs  before  the  death  of  the 
Editor,  flnce  when  it  has  been  finifhed  with  as  great  care  and  exaCt- 
nefs  as  their  fize  will  admit  of.  They  are  defigned  chiefly  for  the 
Students  of  Univerflties,  and  gentlemen  of  learned  academies,  to 
whom,  their  time  being  employed  in  literature  with  Greek  and  Latin 
authors,  a correCt  fet  of  Antient  JMaps  cannot  but  be  entertaining, 
ufeful,  and  improving. 

All  gentlemen  who  make  their  fludies  regular,  will  endeavour  to 
be  mailers  of  the  ancient  geography,  at  the  fame  time  they  ftudy 
the  modern  } becaufe  the  prefent  fyftem  of  maps  and  charts  can  be 
but  imperfectly  ufeful  without  a collection  of  antient  ones  to  explain, 
not  only  what  we  read  in  the  Jewilli  hiltoryj  and  Bible  geography, 
but  the  multitude  of  places,  and  remarkable  events,  that  we  obferve 
in  perufing  the  celebrated  works  of  Greek  and  Roman  authors ; and 
confequently  JuJlin , Nepos}  Sail ujl,  Ccefar,  and  Livy,  have  been,  in 
our  fchbols,  taught  with  as  much  fuccefs  as  Terence,  Virgil,  Horace, 
or  Cicero.  And  notwithflanding  care  has  been  taken  to  explain,  by 
notes,,  in  fchool-books,  the  names  of  hills,  rivers,  and  cities;  pointing

out  what  kingdom  or  province  they  are  fituated  in,  yet  foi  want  of 
draughts  to  defcribe  thefe  kingdoms,  and  their  divifions  into  pro- 
vinces, neither  the  diftance  nor  the  refpedive  fituations  of  the  places 
mentioned,  can  in  any  manner  be  apprehended  by  the  Student,  for 
want  of  which  diftindlion  great  confufion  muft  neceffarily  arife  in 
the  mind.  For  which  reafon,  to  all  the  valuable  editions  of  fuch 
fchools-book  as  have  wanted  them,  maps  have  been  added ; but  as 
thefe  editions  have  been  necefiarily  held  at  fo  great  a price,  as  not 
to  be  eafily  obtained  for  the  youth  at  Schools,  for  whom  as  it  was 
needful  to  print  editions  of  a cheaper  fort,  fo  confequently  in  them 
thefe  helps  were  omitted;  to  Supply  which  this  colledtion  of  Maps  of 
the  Antient  World,  and  of  fuch  parts  of  it  chiefly  as  are  mentioned  in 
the  Claflic  Authors,  is  defigned  ; wherein  are  defcribed  the  chief  cities, 
towns,  rivers,  and  mountains,  in  as  perfedt  a manner  as  fo  confined 
a fize  will  admit ; whereby  the  Icholar  will  be  able,  by  infpedtion, 
to  fee  their  fituations,  and,  obferving  that  each  degree  in  the  fcale  on 
the  fides  of  the  maps,  contains  about  60  miles,  he  may,  in  fome 
tolerable  manner,  judge  of  their  diftance  from  each  other. 
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
